PURE FOOD AND STOCK FOOD ACT
UNDER INGQUIRY.

DISPOSAL OF FEES AN ISSUE

Can the Food Commissioners Use All
Funds Pald in Witheut an
Appropriation. .

Btate officlals are facing severa!
pluasling questions as to the enforce-
ment of the pure seed and commer-
elal stock food law and the Gerdes
necounting act, measures put = upon
the books by the last leginlature.

If the food commisnloner s allowed
to draw from the state treasury all of
the feen of his departmont, will he be
able under the state law, to hire an
extra chemint and snforce the Iaw?’

Does the Gerdes bHill allow the ex-
peaditure of funds after It bas pro
vided that all of the state funds shall
be ocollected and pald Inte the state
treusury by the headn of sach de
partment ?

If this can be done, may each of the
departments of the sptate government
withdraw all of the funds It collects
and spend thess amounts of money
within saoh blennlumn?

Food Comminsioner W, R. Jaokson
has written Auditor Harton as \fol
lows:

“The last leginluture passed a pure
seed and comwercinl stock food law
and placed 1he enforcement of It
under this department, Thig law pro
vides for the analysis of seeds and
stock foods by tha department and
thae collection of certnin fees, These
fees under the same law in fowa
amounted In eighteen months to
$28,000, 1t Is safe to mssume that Ne-
hrasks will collect at least one-
third of this amount. In passing this
law the leglalatare made no appro-
priation for Its enforcement and the
law must beeome a dead letter uniess
the. departinent can use such of the
mouey collected an s necessary to fit
up & seed laboratory and employ =n

proper enforeement of the act, The
attorney general Informs me that
under house roll No. 71 we can use
the money collected In foes from this
Iaw, hut we do not wish to enforce
the law unless you are willing to
draw the warrants agalnst this
money after it has been deposited
with the state treasurer.

RIOTERS FIRED ON

BAVAQE STREET FIGHTING
AUSTRIAN CAPITAL.

A SOCIALIST DEMONSTRATION

Migh Food Prices Given as the Cause
for This Most Serious
QOutbreak.

#

Vienna—Traceable to the high
price of the necessaries of life riots
broke out Sunday and many persons
were killed or wounded, Troops fired
on the mob, which had erected barri
cades in the streets. There wos a
Aerce exchange of bulletz and the sol
ders were pelted with all sorts of mis
siles, n

Following a huge sociallstie demon-
stration outside the Rathhaus, held
for the purpose of protesting against
the high price of food, it became nec-
esaary to call out troops to dispense
thé rloters. In the early clashes fifty
of the rioters were wounded and 100
arrested,

Fifty thousand persons were present
at the demonstration and flery spesch:
o8 were made, demanding that the
government permit the impartation of
foreign meat and take otner measures
(o remedy the conditions which have
résulted from the prohibitory increase
In the price of food products.

After the meeting a large prooession
marched to the parliament bulldings,
cheering for revolution and Portugal.
Revolvers were fired in the air and
then the mob began stone throwing.
T'he windows of many public and pri-
vate buildings, restaurants and traln
ears and street lamps were smashed.

Floally a squadron of dragons and &
detachment of infantry appeared on
the scene. They charged the rioters
and dispersed them. The mob reas
sembled, however, in the suburbs
which are occupled by the working
slass, where they wrecked more prop-
arty. The (troops were retained
throughout the day guarding the Im-
perinl palace and government bulld-
Ings and holding all approaches 10 the
Inner city.

The rioting was of a most deter
mined and savage character, The mob
was especially Inflamed by the appear-
ance of troope on the scene, and al-
though an officlal agcount states that
only one person was kiled ‘by a bay:
snet thrust, several wounded by n vol-
ley and about sixty serlously injured,
it s belleved that the casualties were
much higher.

Former Senator Carter Dead.

Washington.—Former Unlted States
SBenator, Thomas Henry Carter of
Montana, for many years & notable
and plcturesque charncter in national
politics, once chairman of the repub-
llean national commitiee, and since
last year chairman of the American
section of the International commis-
alon, dled at his home Bunday of in.

old. Mr. Carter had been ucder the
sars of a physiclan for months, but
not closely confined.

Syracuse, N.—Nine persons were
killed and fourteen injured, some of
them seriously, as the result of an
accident during the closing miles of
a fifty-mile automoblle race at the
state falr track Saturday, when a
Knox car, driven by Lee Oldfieid,
leaped from the track, crashed
through the fence surrounding it and
plunged into the throngs that lined

the other side of the speedway.
